hostiles also engaged the raid party and lobed gienades at them, 
Dunng this encounter the sten magazme ot Captain Surinder 
Singh was damaged by hostile lire. Although wounded with 
a gienade splinter, (_ upturn Suiindci Singh jumped at one of 
the hostiles and alter a scuffle snatched his rifle The hostile 
however jumped down the nala and escaped but this encounter 
led to the cupturc of large quantities of arms and ammunition 
and impoitant documents. 

In this action, Captain Sunndei Singh displayed courage, 
determination and devotion to duty of a high order 

2. CAPTAIN JASB1R SINGH (SS 23087) KUMAON 
REGIMENT 

On the 3id Octobei, 1974, Captain Jasbu Singh was detailed 
to lead a party to raid a camp of hostiles. The move entailed 
movement thiougll thick under growth, tall elephant grass and a 
hazardous terimn and a vertical descent down a cliff into a 
Nala Leading as a scout, Captain Jasbir Singh picked up a 
taint tr ail in the Nala and detected a few bnshus, the leinamdei 
niea being covered by bamboos, flees and undergrowth Moving 
swiftly, lie decided to make a surprise assault at the camp 
through this single trail Two hostiles positioned 25 yards away 
at dominating heights above the camp, opened automatic lire 
on him He immediately charged and neutralised the Hist 
hostile, who was holding up the move of the leading platoon.

While the Police 
party was proceeding towards Dewal village, the dacoits fired 
at them from behind the bushes and escaped into the forest 
diagging with the three kidnapped persons. The kidnapped 
persons although kept under duress, planned amongst them- 
selves to oveipowcr the dacoits and seize their weapons. Ac- 
cordingly all the three juntped on the three dacoits, caught hold 
of their weapons, brought them down on the ground and, by 
sheer physical force, started dashing them against the stones 
and bushes m the severe cold night of December. The dacoits 
sustained injuries on their heads and faces. In the meantime, the 
kidnapped persons took olt their turbans, tied the hands of the 
miscreants and raised an alarm for help. The police party, 
along with the othei Raiwaus, rushed to the spot and took into 
custody the three dacoits with their weapons and ammunition 
One of the dacoits had been absconding for over two years and 
carried a reward of Rs 1000/- for his arrest 


In this action, Shri Surajmal, Shri Jiwan and Shri Shaitan 
displayed presence of mind, resourcefulness and exemplaiy 
courage. 

4. JC 140285 NATB SUBF.DAR RAM PRASAD BADONI 
ASSAM RIFLES ( Posthumous )

On the 20th Febiuary, 1975, a patrol, under the command 
ol Nb.

W'hile he was in the process of arranging his men, 
one of the hostiles suddenly rushed out of the front door, firing 
wildly from his sten gun in a bid to break thiough the cordon 
Nuib Subedar Badoni tiled to prevent the escape of the fleeing 
hostile by physically blocking his way and firing front his 
pistol inspite of the fet that he had been hit in lower abdomi- 
nal region with the burst fired by the hostile The hostile, how- 
ever managed to escape. Although seriously wounded. Nb 
Sub Badoni pressed his men to pursue the fleeing hostile, close 
m the cordon and carry out the search of the house, which 
i esulted in apprehension of four hostiles. The party also 
recovered a large number of photographs and incriminating 
documents Naib Subedat Badoni later succumbed to his 
injuries

7. SHRI ROOP NARAIN SHARMA, ASSISTANT 
CUMMAWIIANT AaSAM RIFLES.

On 25th August, 1975, mfoimation was received about the 
presence of hostiles near 'lhangte, about 30 Kilometres from 
Lungiei. Shri Roop N arum Snarma, Assistant Commandant of 
a battalion ot the Assam Rules, was assigned the task of raiding 
the mde-out. The apptoach lay through thick torcst and on 
precipitous slopes and me innumerable biooks and nullahs en- 
rouie were swollen with tain water. To spiing a sui prise, the 
pany matched without using torches or light and reach the 
hide-out well betoic da>bicak on 26th August, 1975. Shri 
Snunna quickly planned tnc raid, divided his parly into groups 
and positioned them around the camp At day -break, the troops 
closed in on the hide-out Ihc hostiles, seeing the noose 
tightening atound tnein, opened fire Shri Sharma who had 
anticipated this, charged at the hostiles, who broke into a con- 
fusion and tiled to escape. Shri Sharma, along with a lifleman, 
encountered three hostiles one ot whom was killed and one 
was captuied. He subsequently interrogated the captured hos- 
tile and sktliuUy extracted from hint information regarding the 
location of another undergiound camp. Though his men had 
gone tlnough a gruelling night long march and a bloody en- 
counter, they, under the inspiring leadership of Shri Shaimti, 
immediately proceeded to the next camp. The party reached 
the second hideout around midnight of 26/27th August, 1975, 
Shri Sharma quickly led an assault on the camp and tecovered 
two Light Machme Guns and over two thousand tounds of 
ammunition These two raids led by Shri Sharma resulted in 
the liquidation of an important gang of hostiles.

Statement of services foi which the decoration has been awarded 

On February 23, 1976 at about 19 15 his information was 
teceived ut Dehri Police Station that some criminals had enter- 
ed the wholesale shop of a businessman of the town Shn 
Bishwanath Lai, Officer-in-Charge of Dehri Police Station 
quickly formed two police parties and rushed to the spot imme- 
diately. One party went ftom the eastern end of the lane and 
the other from the western end so as to cover the possible 
escape toutes of the criminals. The shop was situated in a 
natrow lane. Shri Surendra Prasad Shukla reached the front 
of the shop. Untnmdful of the risk, be bravely challenged the 
dacoits and hit one of them. He was fired upon by the crimi- 
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nais who were inside the shop as a result of which he was hit 
in the chest and fell down dead. 

In the meantime Sub-Inspector BisJjwauath Lai and his parly 
took position near a door of the house. Taking this police 
party also to be dacoits, a neighbour also fired upon them. The 
police party took shelter behind a half opened shutter and fired 
at the criminals inside the shop. The gunner amongst the 
criminals had taken a kneeling position in the room and was 
tiring at the police paity. Sub-Inspector Jagat Kishore Prasad 
showed exemplary courage and tired through the gap of the 
cracked door which hit the criminal in the chest. The Police 
party then entered the shop and found on hint a double barrel 
gun with a leather bandolier strapped across his chest with 9 
live cartridges The other criminals escaped through the back 
door. 

In this action Shu Bishwanath Lai, Shri Jagat fushoie Pia- 
sad and Shri Surendra Prasad Shukla exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry, courage, initiative and devotion to duty of a high 
order.

He 
managed to free himselt and fell to one side so as to be able 
to take out his revolver The hostiles wcie aimed and one ot 
them fired him but missed him narrowly. Another liosiilt 
attacked him with a wooden instrument Shri Ahluwalia 
managed to ward off the attack and filed at the hostile? miur- 
mg one of them In the face of the determined resistance- 
shown by Shri Ahluwalia the hostile? became unnerved and 
took to their heels. Shri Ahluwalia then lushed to the police 
station for help and latci latei managed to arrest of the injured 
hostile who had escaped.
